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Ultralight Speaker/Microphone 

OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 



Your RadioShack Ultralight Speaker/Mil- 
crophone lets you hear and transmit 
through your two-way radio while it is 
clipped to your belt. Your speaker/micro- 
phone is compatible with most Ra- 
dioShack, ICOM, Standard, Yaesu and 
other two-way radios, but it is not com- 
patible with Kenwood and most Motoro- 
la radios. 

Your speaker/microphone’s features in- 
clude: 

Detachable Earhook Earphone - fits 
either your left or right ear. 

Microphone with PIT Switch - lets 
you transmit at a press of the switch. 

Ciothing Ciip - lets you easily attach 
the microphone to your lapel or shirt. 


PREPARATION 

1. Insert the Vs-inch (3.5-mm) speaker 
plug into your two-way radio’s ear- 
phone jack. 

2. Insert the % 2 -inch (2.5-mm) micro- 
phone plug into your two-way ra- 
dio’s microphone jack. 

3. Place the earphone in your ear, then 
adjust the earhook to fit your ear. If 
you do not want to use the earhook, 
pull the earhook off the earphone, 
then place the earphone in your ear. 

4. Use the clothing clip to attach the 
microphone to your lapel or shirt. 

OPERATION 

To transmit, turn on your radio, hold 
down PTT on the microphone, then 
speak. Release PTT to receive. 

CARE 

To enjoy your speaker/microphone for a 
long time: 

• Keep the speaker/microphone dry. If 
it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the speaker/micro- 
phone only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the speaker/microphone 
gently and carefully. Do not drop it. 
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• Keep the speaker/microphone away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the speaker/microphone with a damp cioth occasionaiiy to keep it iooking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the speaker/microphone’s internai components can cause 
a maifunction and might invaiidate its warranty. If your speaker/microphone is not per- 
forming as it shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack store for assistance.
